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Folk Songs of Spain. 


I see that Spain has been tackling the 
problem of preserving her folk-songs. It 
was found that these lovely old songs were 
rapidly disappearing beiore the all-per- 
vading influence of jazz, and a library of 
gramaphone records of them is being 
formed in Madrid. More than a thousand 
records have alreidy been made by 
Eduardo Torner and Novarro Tomas, not 
only in “the King’s English ’’—Castilian 
Spanish—but also in local dialects. The 
scope of the library is to include all forms 
of music derived from the Spanish. Thus 
records will be added of Czechoslovakian 
folk songs in which Spanish themes 
appear. Portugal and  Latin-America 
naturally supply even more important 
evidences of Spanish influences, while 
songs in the dialect of the Sephardites, or 
Spanish Jews, who were exiled in 1492, 
will be made into records. Many songs in 
fifteenth century Spanish, which have dis- 
appeared from Spain itself, are stil] in 
vogue among the exiles. The religious 
music of Spaniards who became Moslems 
during the Arab occupation will also find 
its place in the library. 


Ghe Scolding Sisters. 


Near Cahirconlish there are the ruins 
of two castles, a stone’s throw from each 
other, and they are known in local history 
as the Scolding Sisters. The story that is 
connected with the ruins tells that the 
castles were built by two Brehon judges, 
who had married two sisters, and thought, 
doubtle:s, that it would be nice for their 
wives to live so near to each other. Un- 
fortunately, there was a dispute between 
the husbands about property, and their 
wives quite forgot all ties of kinship in 
the struggle. The judges treated each 
other with silent disdain, hut every dav 
the two sisters mounted the battlements >f 
their respective homes and shrieked abuse 
across the space that separated them; it is 
said that they kept scolding and barginz 
for hours. 
bright idea, and every morning, havinz 
started the fray, she fixed up a dummy 
figure on the tower, and went downstairs 
to see about her long-nezlected household 
duties.

The Turkey Walk. 


Negroes of Virginia and Carolina, 
seeking festive diversion during Christmas 
week, often indulge in what is known as 
the turkey walk. This takes the form of 
a competition for the winning of a turkey 
or turkeys, whose cost is made up from 
the entrance fees of the participants. A 
favourite place for the practice is outside 
some country store. One by one the com- 
petitors are blindfolded, turned around 
three times, and then try to make for 4 
certain post fixed in the ground some 
distance away. Each negro sticks a peg 
in the ground, where he finally stops, and 
the one who has most nearly approach 
the post wins the turkey. 

If a number of turkeys have been com- 
peted for and won in this fashion, the 
birds are entrusted to the care of a cook, 
and later are put in their proper place by 
the competitors. 


Discovery of Safety Glass. 


The new motor car regulations, which 
take effect in Great Bi-tain on January 
lst, require that all motor cars shall be 
fitted with “ safety,” or “ unsplinter- 
able,” glass. Although this is fitted as 
‘‘ standard’’ on most modern cars, it 18 
surprising how few motorists realise that 
its discovery was the result of a laboratory 
accident. Edouard Benedictus. a Franco- 
Dutch chemist residing in Paris, one day 
dropped a bottle on the stone floor of his 
laboratory, and, although it starred inside 
like a crystal, it did not break. 
Fortunately, he remembered that it had 
contained a mixture of chemicals, which 
had evaporated, leaving a coating of 
transparent enamel on the insí”. Bene- 
dictus noted the formula, but it was not 
until some time afterwards when he read 
of an accident in which a girl had been 
severely injured by broken glass, that he 
realised that in his notebook was the secret 
of unsplinterable glass. The patent was 
filed in 1910, and in a year or two after- 
wards the manufacture was developed on a 
commercial basis. Even then the demand 
was not great, since most cars were open ; 
but to-day, when saloon cars are so 
popular IT know of one firm that is pro- 
ducing over 2.000,000 square feet of this 


glass every year.

HE severe criticisms of the Northern 
Government by discontented Union- 
ists seem to prove the old statement that 
a Cabinet long in po <r becomes un- 
pular, one of the reasons, no doubt, 
re that it gets out of touch with the 
people. In public and in private there is 
revolt against the decisions of Parliament 
in various directions, and several of the 
more outspoken back-benchers now hesi- 
tate no longer to go into the division lobby 
in opposition to official legislation. A few 
years ago they would have been described 
as ‘‘ traitors to the cause,’’ but that old 
label has fallen into disuse. 

While the Government is blamed even 
by the most prominent of Unionist 
associations and public bodies generally 
for introducing an unpopular measure 
calculated to squeeze i ore taxation out 
of the province, it should not be forgotten 
that in marching step by step with Great 
Britain the Belfast Administration must 
accept the disadvantages as well as the 
privileges. The industrial conditions of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland are 
not the same, and what suits the one 
country may not suit the other; but 
partnerships are not always equitable, and 
go we must just grin and bear any extra 
financial responsibility. 


BENEVOLENT BEL*¥AST. 


The Christmas holidays are over, and 
Belfast did its part nobly in bringing a 
little happiness to the homes of the 
poorest section of the community. There 
are few cities in which benevolence finds 
expression to a greater extent than in the 
capital city of Northern Ireland, and this 
kindly feeling for people in lowly circum- 
stances is manifested on all sides at this 
season of the year. Thousands of parcels 
of provisions and bags of coal are dis- 
tributed, the scantily-clad are clothed. 
patients in hospitals are visited, and a 
multitude of children are fed and enter 
tained by charitable organisations, 
missions, and generously-minded citizens. 

For a few davs all our troubles were 
forgotten, and almost everyone joined in 
the seasonable festivities, but, even for the 
gayest, there are difficult times ahead. The 
lavish expenditure of the Yuletide period 
has swelled the coffers of business estab- 
lishments, but it has nearly emptied many 
ese and the Income Tax authorities 

ave sent out demands for payment early 
in January, while the hal{-vear’s moiety 
of the city’s rates is also overdue. 

The next few weeks will he lean ones 
for the average citizen, but Ulster peopl 
generally manage somehow or other to 
conquer all obstacles and come up smiling 
in the end. In any case. the cmening of a 
new year brings rising hopes for: more 
prosperous times. 


THE INDUSTRIAL OUTLOOK. 


Those who are associated with the linen 
industry are hopeful that the new vear 
wi'l inaugurate a brighter period for the 
home and foreign trade. Inquiries are 
being made for various fabrics, and. of 
course, ,the Christmas season gave a fillip 
to business. Moreover. the heavy tem- 

rary import duty of 50 per cent. which 
line been placed on linen and union goods, 
together with made-up articles, is certain 
to have a stimulating effect on the 
industry, and it is believed that. with the 
introduction of a scientific tariff, the im- 

yement will become permanent. 
PrThis is all to the good for Northern 
Ireland, which has been hit so heavily 
by depression during recent years. On 
every side there has been decline, with, 
rhaps, the solitary exception of er 
the various classes of cords ; 
ithstand- 


ing the efforts of the Government at West. 


minster, the years of decay for Ulster 


have not yet come to an end.

Shipbuilding is virtually at a stand- 
still, with thousands of men on the 
'““dole,'” and agriculture seems to be in 
a chronic state of depression, although 
lately good prices have ruled for potatoes 
and some other farm produce. The spirit 
of enterprise does not shine so brightly 
as it did in the old days, when the 
problems of work and wages were not so 
dificult and complex as they are at 
present. 


AFFLICTED CHILDREN. 


A project to establish a school for 
feeble-minded children in Belfast has at 
last been realised. The subject has been 
under consideration for several years past, 
as young people mentally deficient, but 
capable of being educated by special means 
to a certain extent, had no suitable 
institution in which to be taught. The 
Northern Ireland Ministry of Education 
has now decided to establish and main- 
tain a school for the instruction and 
boarding of this class of pupil, to be 
known .as the Haypark Special School. 
situated at Whitehall! parade, Belfast, and 
the decision will remove an anomaly which 
disfigured the educational system of the 
North. 

According to a minute of the Ministry, 
A representative committee from every 
county in the province has been appointed, 
and this body will make arrangements 
for admission to the school, whether as 
boarders or day pupils, of those of the 
feeble-minded who are certified to be 
capable of receiving instruction and who 
are adjudged by the Ministry to be suit- 
able for admission. Special courses 
adapted to the needs of the children will 
be arranged, and everything possible will 
be done for their betterment. Mr. J. H. 
Robb, K.C., M.P., Parliamentary Secre 
tary to the Ministry of Education, 1s 
chairman of the committee, and he will 
have the assistance of a number of well 
known educationalists. 


WEATHER AND SPORT. 


The clerk of the weather was in lenient 
mood during the holidays, and it is said 
that it has been the mildest Yuletide for 
the past seven years. Athletes were 
specially thankful for the dryness, and a 
large ‘football programme was 
through under ideal conditions.

“DADDY LONG LEGS” AT 
THE METROPOLE.

A very simple and sentimental tale which 
has charmed the world is that of “ Daddy 
Long Legs,’”’ the principal item in the pro- 


gramme of the Metropole Cinema, Dublin, | 
As a novel this sentimental tale | 


this week. 
by Jean Webster has been one of the best- 
cellers of a generation; as a stage play it 
has been popular throughout the English- 
speaking countries; and as a silent film Mary 
Pickford made it memorable. ' 

In some one or other of its various forms 
‘Daddy Long Legs ” is, therefore, extremely 
likely to be familiar to almost every member 
of its prospective audiences, but that 
familiarity necessarily breeds contempt was 
disproved when this ‘‘talkie’’ version ran 
for weeks in London, and when it was shown 
io holiday audiences in Dublin over the 
week-end. 

From the reception given to this new 
version of the old tale it would seem highly 
probable that Janet Gaynor’s right to 
succeed to the title of “world's sweetheart ” 
would be conceded by enthusiastic audiences 
without the necessity of further discussion. 
The film is really a triumph for Janet 
Gaynor, and to a slightly lesser extent for 
Warner Baxter also. 


LITERARY SACCHARINE. 

‘Daddy Long Legs”’ is as fine a piece of 
literary and pictorial saccharine as might be 
conceived, but, as it comes at a time when 
the public has had a surfeit of gangster and 
“sex” films, its welcome might easily be 
misunderstood. It might be believed, far 
example, that audiences would turn to the 
sugary sentimentality merely seeking some- 
thing new. That would be very unjust, how- 
ever. to a film that has been directed with 
skill and intelligence by Alfred Santell, and 
acted in the spirit of the book by a splendid 
cast. 

Janet Gaynor is as charming as ever in 
her apparent simplicity, in which she is with 
out a rival on the screen, and her power to 
exact a smile or a sigh almost at will. Such 
a wistful and forlorn little creature she looks 
in this film that tears were very near falling 
point as she took. her kicks without half- 
pence, and generally even without protest. 

Warner Baxter is a Jervis Pendleton -vith 
a sense of humour, and he plays the part of 
Judy Abbott’s guardian with a genial 
dignity that gives a new aspect to a well- 
known character. He can laugh at himself, 
but audiences will not feel that there is anv- 
thing to laugh at. There is a good piece of 
team work in the acting throughout. 


ANONYMOUS BENEFACTIONS. 

Probably evervone now knows the story of 
Judy Abbott, the orphan who was the eldest 
of the inmates of the John Grier Home. 
Bright, cheerful, imaginative and energetic, 
she was a kind of mother to the smalle: 
children in the home, and it was this that 
revented her adoption by many who would 
Cod taken her. When Jervis Pendleton, 
wealthy and a bachelor, as well as voung. 
hecame a trustee of the home, Judy Abbott 
was the first name he heard: Miss Prichard 
would have him send the. girl to college and 
give her a chance in life. When he found 
Judy's idea of a trustee drawn on a hlack- 
board for the amusement of the younger 
children, and admired the spirit with which 
tne girl faced the angry matron he changeo 
his mind, and under the name of John 
Smi.: he undertook the payment for the 
girl's education. She must never know who 
he is, but the elongated shadow cast by his 
ear’s headlights makes him in her rind 

Daddy Long Legs.”’ 

How the mutual interest gradually ripens 
into love is told with such simplicity that 
its sentimentality never cloys, and its 
romance is never forced. The con monplace 
story is shot through by many flashes of 
genuine comedy, and its touches of pathos 
are certain of immediate effect The scenes 
at the John Grier Orphanage are excellently 
done, and in these scenes the ac‘ing of a 
group of children is especially notable. 

The appeal of ‘‘ Daddy Long Legs”’ is not 
fo the intellect, and in that it is very appro- 
priately timed for its presentation at the 
Metropole. The manner in which the story 
is treated by all concerned will certainly 
appeal to all ~hose interest in the cinema 
extends heyond the storv-value of the film. 
but Janet Gaynor’s Judy Abbott will go 
straight to the heart of every member of 
every audience which sees the film.

ive first sniff is heard on the 12th of 
October—St. Catarrh’s Day—and ais cele- 
brated as a genera] holiday in the British 
Isles, Madagascar, Rathmines, and parts of 
Mongolia (see Terenure), but this has been 
disputed by Upsala Lemon, the Tibetan 
expert on hot drinks, who, in bis monograph, 
‘* Hot Drinks in Relation to the Nose,” says: 
" Cold in the head is of Russian crigin, and 
was first heard of in Moscow under the name 
Tishoo or <Atishu (see Hand‘erchief), but 
spread rapidly all over Kurope under the 
name catarrh. The peasants call it “hay 
fever.” Professor Cuffdrepski, of Warsaw, 
supports this theory in his treatise, ' Some 
Coarser Aspects of the Throat,” a book which 
revolntionised the whole theory of winter 
cough (see Public Nuisance). 


AN EXCITING OCCUPATION, 

Winter cold-catching is a most exciting 
occupation, and is more universally played by 
all classes, creeds, and nationalities than any 
other game. The player starts off with an 
ordinery cold-in-the-head, which generally 
leaves him with an intermittent sniff and a 
rasping cough (see Cofkn). He continues in 
this state until the Christmas season, when 
he is probahly compelled to take to his bed— 
mm as on Christmas Eve—with a small rise 
of temperature and pains in bis bones. He 
is now in that happy condition known as 
“a slight touch of flu.” The game runs its 
merry course during the next three or four 
months, with a few intermissions of more 
colds-in-the-head, until April (see Cuckoo), 
when all large handkerchiefs, lozenges and 
het water bottles are carefully put away until 
next season, 

Another exhilarating part of the game lies 
in spreading the cold-in-the-head over a large 
area, and infecting as many people as possible 
hy coughing in their faces or sneezing over 
them with nicely calculated ingenuity (see 
Devil). Towards the end of the season the 
cough has become a constant companion, and 
the sniff is merely mechanical. This state of 
proficiency can only be reached after long 
and unremitting practice.

Unrest in India. 


A certain leaven of determination seems 
to have entered the counsels of the Govern- 
ment of India. During the Christmas 
-week’s end it took resolute steps to cope 
with disorder—particularly in the North 
West Frontier Province. Abdul Ghaffar 
Khan, one of the most influentia] of Mr. 
Gandhi’s henchmen, was arrested on 
thristmas Eve, in company with more than 
150 smaller fry of the revolutionary ‘‘ Red 
Shirt’ organisation. Furthermore, the pro- 
vincial jirga, or Congress Committee, and 
the Volunteer bodies connected with it, 
were declared illegal associations. On the 
following day the Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru, who had defied an ordinance for- 
bidding him to leave Allahabad, was 
arrested on his journey to Bombay. In 
Lahore, as the result of an affray between 
Moslems and Hindus, several rioters were 
taken to hospital, and the authorities 
issued a curfew order. On Saturday the 
cantonment of Kohat, in the neighbour- 
hood of Peshawar, was the scene of what 
amounted almost to a pitched battle. 
Severa] strong parties of ‘‘ Red Shirts” 
were opposed in an effort to enter the 
cantonment. When lathis failed to stop 
them, the British troops were compelled 
to open fire, and at least a score of rebels 
were killed. In all, 763 arrests have been 
made—324 leaders and 439 volunteers— 
and, with order restored, the troops have 
been able to leave Peshawar. 

No doubt, this ebullition of discontent 
was largely a consequence of Mr. Gandhi's 
from London. That 
reputation has 


impending return 
esteemed leader’s 
suffered a tarnishing in the eyes of the 
red-hot extremists of India. They contend 
that he failed in his mission to London ; 
and certainly, if his object was to return 
to India with a charter of Dominion 
status in his hand, the mission was a 
failure. Mr. Gandhi’s latest pronounce. 
ments suggest that he is anxivus to 
restore himself into favour. They 
possess, to be sure, a certain loftiness 
of sentiment. ‘‘ The fight that the Congress 
is carrying on,” he says, expressing his 
disapproval of the recent campaign of 
murder, “is a fight of love and peace 
There cannot be any poison in it.’’ On 
the other hand, he does not conceal the 
prospect of revolt: ‘“‘If a fight becomes 
inevitable, I invite you to be ready for 
it. . . I will not give up attempts to

save the nation from the fiery ordeal! ; but, 
if there is no single ray of hope, I will 
not flinch from inviting you to undergo 
any amount of suffering.’’ These words 
contrast curiously with another statement 
to the effect that, if the recently imposed 
ordinances are repealed, he will ‘‘ advise 
Congress to see its way to co-operate with 
the Round Table Committee which is to 
continue in India for a

Mr. Gandhi seems resolved to safeguard 
himself.

Mr. Gandhi's half-promise of Congress 
co-operation with the British Committees 
is, In any case, not very helpful. In the 
first place, the Government of India, 
having been tried to the uttermost, is 
exceedingly unlikely to repeal the ordin- 
ances. In the second place, Mr. Gandhi's 
advice hardly will carry much weight with 
Congress in its present frame of mind. In 
the third place, no amount of co-operation 
with the Committees will effect a com- 
munal settlement in India. Three examples 
of the incompatibility of India’s races 
have been provided during the past few 
days. We have mentioned the faction 
fight at Lahore. A similar incompatibility 
was shown at Delhi, where the few 
members of the All-India Moslem League 
who seek to throw in their lot with the 
mobbed by the 
Moslem majority. The most significant 
incident, however, occurred on Mr. 
Gendhi’s arrival yesterday at Bombay. 
A host of followers had assembled to greet 
him, but a body of one thousand “ un- 
‘touchable '' not unnaturally 
resentful, was arrayed to hold a counter- 
é nonstration.

American Justice. 


The methods of American justice have 
been made familiar to all the world by the 
‘‘ crime films ” of Hollywood ; and in that 
fact, perhaps, we may find one cause of a 
new movement of the American conscience. 
Public opinion is being aroused at last 
against uses or abuses of the law’s 
machinery which, without any substantia! 
protest, have been flagrant for many years. 
Some months ago a commission—headed 
by Mr. Wickersham, a former Attorney- 
General of the United States—investigated 
the whole subject of national crime; and 
its outspoken report has left a deep and 
disagreeable mark on thoughtful minds. 
The commission found that the means 
employed for the detection of criminal 
offences in the United States are corrupt, 
brutal and inefficient to an extent which 
no other civilised country would tolerate. 
Already the American Bar Association has 
taken action on this report. Outstanding 
among the many scandals of American 
justice is the process of the “ third 
degree.” In Ireland a prisoner’s com- 
plaint that the police have mishandled 
him provokes parliamentary protest; but 
in every American city suspected persons 
are beaten and bullied as a normal pro- 
cedure of the law. A comparatively mild 
method for the extraction of confessions 
is a continuous bombardment of questions 
by relays of police officers until the 
dazed prisoner either “ comes over ” or | 
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‘and wounded 


tortures. of the “ third degree’’ to the 


‘atrocities. of the Star Chamber, and 


demands sweeping reforms. It proposes 
to replace the “ third degree ” with an 
examination of the suspect before a judge 
or magistrate. Such an examination would 
be held openly ; the suspect might employ 
counsel, and only confessions secured in 
this manner would be allowed as evidence. 
The police, clinging to the bad, old way, 


‘admit that innocent persons have been 


tortured, but argue that criminals against 
whom there is no legal evidence can be 
caught only through the confessions of 
their associates under the “ third degree.”’ 
Admirers of the many triumphs of 
American ecivilisation—of its scientific 
progress and magnificent philanthropies— 
will hope for early and drastic reform of 
its whole treatment of 
certain that murderous gangsters would 
not enjoy their present immunity, and 
that civic affairs would not be dominated 
by blackmail, if large sections of the 
police were not hand-in-glove with leading 
criminals. The appointment of ignorant 
and corrupt judges by political influence, 
the organised protection of 
ghastly over-crowding of convict prisons— 
these are notorious features of American 
life. So iong as public opinion remained 
indifferent to them and ignored foreign 
criticism they were able to persist; but 
now the nation’s increasing qualms of 
conscience hold some promise of change. 
It may be that America, emerging from 
her secular isolation. begins to see her 
own defects through European eyes.

Kindness to Animals. 


One of the most valuable criteria of a 
nation’s culture is the manner in which 
it treats its animals, and we are ylad to 
say that, although Ireland's past 
record in this respect has not been good, 
her general standard of  considera- 
tion for animals is improving. Through- 
out the world this movement is gain- 
ing ground. In Spain, which formerly 
was among the worst offenders against 
dumb. creation, the Society for the Pro 
tection of Animals and Plants. under the 
honorary chairmanship of the President 
of the Republic, is making welcome 
headway. According to the Madrid 
Correspondent of The Times, the bull- 
breeders, bull-fighters and their numerous 
satellites have been making strenuous 
efforts to restore irregular bull-fights al! 
over Spain. For a time after the 
collapse of the monarchy these “ flapper ” 
fights gained wide popularity, and it 
seemed to be likely that the yearly average 
of 20,000 animals killed at these fights 
would be attained, if not exceeded once 
again.

The Weather. 


Yesterday the citizens of Dublin, r 
turning sluggishly to work after the brief 
relaxation of Christmas, shivered with un- 
accustomed cold. For many weeks before 
Christmas they had hardly known what 
cold was. A fortnight ago the air was 
unnaturally warm—so warm, indeed, that 
wild flowers were seen to make a renewed 
appearance in many Irish gardens, and 
men who had braved the expected fury of 
the elements in overcoats were compelled 
to doff them as they walked. Nobody 
could have supposed that this sort of thing 
would last; nobody, for that matter, 
wished it to last. Exactly as Mr. G. K. 
Chesterton’s Father Brown decided that, 
on absolute grounds, a certain piece of 
paper was of ‘‘ the wrong shape,” so this 
unwintry warmth was the wrong weather. 
If it had been accompanied by cheerful 
skies, (everyone would have been pleased ; 
but it came in depressing concert with raip 
and mud and general nastiness. The days 
before Christmas brought comparatively 
cold weather, and Christmas itself was 
ushered in with a wet bleakness that in- 
duced all good citizens to stay indoors 
and over-eat themselves. Yesterday, how- 
ever, brought the first real cold, and the 
disillusionised flowers have drooped and 
withered again until next April. What will 
the new year bring—for the weather of 
recent years has seemed to conform to 
none of the old, intelligible rules, and to 
defy all efforts at prognostication? Last 
January, although the coldest month of 
1931, had yet a mean temperature above 
the January normal. Let us hope that 
the coming January will have neither the 
clammy heat of early December nor the 
bitter chill of yesterday.

MR. MORTIMER BATTEN’S 
LECTURE. 

Mr. H. Mortimer Batten, F.Z.S , lectured 
last night in the Roval Dublin Society, Balls 
bridge, on '' The Lue of the Wild.” In this 
he described his studies of wild life in the 
islands of the Hebrides, which he described 
as a paradise for the animal photographer. 

“ Animals,’’ he remarked, ‘‘seem to have 
un) fear of a man who approaches from the 
sea.’ The cliffs of these islands are rich in 
bird life. There are to be seen clinging to 
ledges above the surf. gannets or solan geese. 
These birds are an example of warm-blooded 
creatures that belonged to the sea as 
naturally as human beings belonged to the 
land. All such birds possess great soaring 
powers, which enable them to hover at great 
altitudes for days on end over a storm tossed 
sa. 

Mr. Batten also described the seal life off 
the Scottish coasts. “Whimsical and 
mysterious, these animals are the freemasons 
of the seas,” said the lecturer. Frequently 
when out rowing in these northern waters 
seal cubs will come and rest upon the oars. 

The lecture, which was illustrated bv

OFFICIAL ACCOUNT OF 


THE ENGAGEMENTS.

i PESHAWAR, Monday. 

EN Red-Shirts were killed and about 

, twenty wounded when the Red- 
Shirts tried to enter the Kohat canton- 
ment on Saturday, according to the official 
account issued here to-day. On the Bannu 
road there were four killed and eight 
wounded. " 

The official account gives dramatic 
details of the march of converging parties 
of Red-Shirts on the contonments, and of 
the efforts of the magistrates and police 


by parleying with the leaders to get them. 


to disperse. 

British troops and civil officers were 
subjected to a hail of stones and brick- 
bats, and a police superintendent was in- 
jured in the face, and several others re- 
ceived minor injuries. Four Indian 
soldiers were also injured. 


CONVERGING FORCES. 


Early on December 26th reports were 
received that parties of Red-Shirts were 
converging on the Kohat cantonments 
from the cast and south. The magistrates 
sent out to warn these parties to disperse, 
but these warnings were disregarded, and 
the Red-Shirts continued their march to 
Kohat, and arrived about three hundred 
and a hundred strong respectively. They 
were stopped near the cantonment 
boundary and dispersed with some ‘diffi- 
culty, but without any firing by the 
police, who were supported by troops. 
The leaders were arrested. 

Meanwhile a larger party was 
by the police two miles from Kohat, on 
the Khushalgarh road. For two hours 
the magistrates and police officers parleyed 
with: the leaders and tried to persuade 
them to disperse their followers, but with- 
out success. The crowd was rapidly 
augmented by other parties of Red-Shirts 


and villagers, all in a state of great excite- | 
*ment, 


until it was over one thousand 
strong. 

An appeal by the Depnty Commissioner 
to the crowd to disperse was unavailing. 
and a subsequent attempt by the police 
to arrest their leaders was actively 
resisted. 


TROOPS RUSHED. 


An attempt was then made by a body 
of infantry to disperse the crowd with 
pick helves, but this failed, and troops 
and civil officers were subjected to a hail 
of stones and brickbats. 

Finally the crowd tried to rush the 
troops, who opened fire on them, killing 
ten and wounding about twenty. 

As soon as the crowd began to disperse 
in the afternoon another crowd of Red 
Shirts, eight hundred strong, many cf 
whom were armed with axes, was stopped 
by troops and police one mile from the 
cantonment on the Bannu road. After a 
long interview with the Deputy Commis- 
sioner the leaders agreed to disperse their 
followers, but the latter refused to obey 
them. 

As the small number of police present 
was inadequate to deal with the situation 
a detachment of cavalry was ordered to 
disperse them. and they used the butt 
ends of their lances. 


CONTROLLED FIRE. 


The mob offered a determined resistance, 
and attacks were made on the troops, four 
Indian soldiers and several horses being 
injured. Finally an order was given to 
disperse large parties from the walled 
gardens, and the troops fired ten rounds of 
controlled fire which had the desired 
effect. The Red Shirt casualties are 
believed to have been four killed and 
eight injured. 

There has since been an improvement 
in the situation, and several large meet- 
ings which were being organised have been 
abandoned. 

At Takhal Pavan, near Peshawar, a 
party of Frontier Constabulary and 
mounted infantry were first stoned and 
then charged by a crowd of hostile vil- 
lagers, and had to fire twelve rounds ir 
order to disperse them. One boy was 
wounded ; there were no other casualties. 


FURTHER ENGAGEMENTS, 


British troops have 
from Peshawar City. 

Red Shirts made two attempts to hold 

meetings near Gonda, but they were dis- 
persed. Twenty were wounded on the first 
occasion, and four were killed and eight 
wounded on the second. The area is now 
quiet. 
‘ The total number of arrests up till noon 
to-day in the whole province amount to 
763—324 leaders and 439 volunteers. Of 
that number 17 have been released on 
making an apology, and 194 have been 
convicted. Six hundred and _ thirty-six 
arrests were made in Peshawar—238 
leaders and 398 volunteers. 

There are visible signs of demoralisation 
in the Doaba area. At Mardan 3,000 
rupees, representing additional dues for 
police expenses, have been recovered with- 
out trouble. |

COMING ECONOMIC 
CONFERENCE. 


FREE STATE AND A 
PREFERENCE.

WAS officially informed yesterday that 

nothing definite has yet been done in 

connection with the proposed conference 
on economic relations with Great Britain. 

That such a conference will take place 
in London as soon as the Christmas holi- 
days are over is certain. The preliminaries 
will be altogether confidential. The Free 
State Government will be represented pro- 
bably by Mr. P. McGilligan, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, and Mr. P. 
Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, while 
Mr. Runciman and other Ministers will 
represent the British Government. 

In official quarters here the negotiations 
are regarded as being very delicate. Both 
countries are, of course, deeply concerned 
as to what their future economic relations 
will bé, and the Free State is especially 
concerned as to whether any degree of 
preference in the British markets is pos- 
sible for Free State produce. Ministers at 
the conference wil], no doubt, consider 
every aspect of the situation, and their 
final decision will be communicated to the 
public in due course. 


MR. DULANTY’S VIEW. 


“The best tonic which can be given to 
British industries generally would be a 
preference for Irish foodstuffs. Even the 
smallest preference comes back in large 
measure, and without delay. The Free 
State is Britain's biggest customer,’’ said 
Mr. J. Dulanty, Free State High Com- 
missioner, in an interview in London. 

‘* Three years ago the Free State bought 
one-third of the British exports of boots 
and shoes. Last year it bought half the 
exports. 

‘It represented one-third of the export 
market in motor cars, and that market 
will increase as the prosperity of Ireland 
increases; for the desire to buy Britisn 
goods is a real one. 

‘ Increase.the purchase of Irish food- 
stuffs from the present 6 per cent. to 10 
per cent. and Britain's important in- 
du:tries, which have established good-will 
in lreland—practically all manufactured 
goods—are bound to experience a revival. 

“Another all important point at this 
time of sterling depreciation is that there 
is no ‘rate of exchange’ between Britain 
and the Free State. The Irish £ is 
equivalent to the British £, and is affected 
in exactly the same way by fluctuations 
abroad. 

‘Consequently if the pound is depre- 
ciated, it costs both Britain and Ireland 
more to buy in foreign countries, but 
makes no difference to Britasn’s purchases 
from Ireland, or to Ireland’s purchases 
from Britain.” 

It is stated that one of Mr. Runciman's 
objects in meeting the Free State 
Ministers will be to try to prevent Ire- 
land from becoming the dumping ground 
for goods which are excluded by his 
duties, but not by theirs, and could be re- 
exported to Great Britain duty free, as 
there is no duty against Empire countries. 


IRISH FARMER’S OPINION. 


While agreeing with the statement that 
‘the best tonic which can be given to 
British industries generally would be a 
reference for Irish foodstuffs,’’ Mr. 
homas McKeogh, chairman of the Dublin 
Farmers’ Protection Association, when 
questioned by the /rish Times, expressed 
doubts as to the feasibility of such a 
policy. ‘* England,”’ he said. “will be 
slow to make a bargain with any country 
before the Imperial Conference meets, and 
in any care the idea seems opposed to the 
British Government's policy of getting 
food for its people in the cheapest possibie 
market. 

““A strong case for such a preference 
can be made by pointing to the dispropor. 
tion between the amount paid by Denmark 
for British goods as compared with tlhe 
‘Trish Free State, but that will not carry 
us far if the people in Great Britain want 
cheap food.’’ 


NEW INDUSTRIES. 


Most people, he said, would welcome 
such a preference from the Irish Free 
State’s bet customer, but there was a 
strong belief that the home market would 
develop with the establishment of new 
industries. The biazgest problem of this and 
other countries was that of unemployment, 
and if an attempt was made to solve it 
here by establishing new industries there 
would necessarily be an increased demand 
for home produce. If they were to get 3 
preference at the expenre of thousands of 
unemploved throughout the country. and 
increased emigration, then it would not 
benefit the country. 

“We want to have a normal popula 
tion,” said Mr. McKeogh. “ 1í you want 
to reduce expenditure vou must take steps 
to provide the necessary employment for 
the people by reducing imports of articles 
produced or manufactured in the country, 
and importing onlv such things as the 


country cannot produce. Then we can 


return for something similar on the 


British market.”’

“ We were just coming up stream to 
tie up at the King George Dock,”’ he said, 
“and a pal and I were looking through a 
porthole when he said ‘. ast look at that 
tug. We are gcing to hit her.’ 


A SLIGHT JAR. 


"Just allor that we felt a slight jar, 
and then there were shouts and cries from 
in front of our bows. 

“I rushed up on deck and saw men 
struggling in the water. We could hear 
them shouting for help, but in the dark- 
ness \¢ lost sight of them ’’ 

Mr. C. Ballantine, of the Galleons 
Hote! Galeons Reach, told a reporter 
that the tug was crossing the river from 
the Kent to t: » Essex side at the time, 
and was cut in two and went down at once. 
The mate of the tug was picked up, but 
all the others on board are missing. 

As soon as the accident became hnown 
officials of Messrs. Cory went to the scene, 
and dragging operations were begun. 

The American Trader is a steel screw 
vessel of 7,430 tons. owned by the Uni.el 
States Lines, Inc. Her port of registry is 
New York, and she was built in 1920.. 


THE PRINCESS ALICE. 


It was in Galleons Reach, near Wool- 
wich, that the Princess Alice, the Thames 
leasure boat, was sunk in 1878 with the 
oss of nearly seven hundred lives. 

The Princess Alice on September ó, 
1878, was returning up the river when 
there was a collision with a collier, the 
Bywell Castle. The Princess Alice was 
sunk within a few minutes, and only two 
hundred persons were saved.

HIGHLY ORGANISED 
CONTRABAND TRADE.

fe OF some time past it has been apparent 

to the French revenue si oricpá 
that the guantity oí whiskey consumed in 
the country—especially of Irish whiskey— 
was greatly in excess of the quantity on 
which duty had been paid, and a special 
inquiry was ordered. 

As the result of this inquiry, I am in- 
formed from Paris that the authorities are 
satisfied that there is a highly organised 
contraband trade in whiskey between the 
French and English Channel ports, and 
even directly with Irish ports. 

It is believed that the contraband is 
brought within easy distance of the French 
coast in steamers or fishing trawlers, 
carrying on a more or less legitimate busi- 
ness. Advantage is taken.of the fact that 
these vessels are compelled to anchor off 
the coast at night to await the tides for 
entering shallow harbours. They run the 
contraband ashore in small motor boats 
during the night, since there is no really 
efficient watch along the coast between 


ports. 


A LINK WITH BOOT- 
LEGGING. 


It is assumed that the traffic is linked 
up with the ‘ bootlegging ' that goes on 
for Norway and Finland and other 
countries where prohibition is in force. 

There has been also a considerable traffic 
with the Belgian coast since the restric- 
tions on the sale of spirits in that country 
were enforced. 

The whiskey: supplies, I am told, are 
taken aboard openly at Irish or English 
ports, but in the majority of cases they 
are procured by illegitimate means from 
agents in Ireland, who have organised 
their methods of supplying the smugglers 
at sea. 


THEIR OWN STILLS. 


It is also suggested by the French in- 
vestigators that those interested in the 
trafic have established in Ireland and 
England their own illicit stills, where the 
spirit is manufactured. It is transferred 
to fishing or other vessels, which put out 
from the ports, and are able to come into 
contact with the smuggling fleet in the 
Irish Sea or the English Channel. Some 
seizures already made go far to strengthen 
the suggestion. Though the spirits seized 
were of Irish manufacture, tes had no 
indication of being the productions of any 
known distillery, and expert examination 
reveals that the samples were manufac- 
tured under the primitive conditions of the 
poteen-maker. 

It is said that the smugglers do a con- 
siderable return trade in French brandies 
and more expensive wines with the Irish 
and English coast, and the French 
authorities have evidence that a consider- 
able part of the costly wines and spirits 
cleared at French ports for vague destina- 
tions passes through these illicit channels 
and reaches Ireland.

police intervened. These local affrays 
are significant c:.ough to those who con- 
test the Mahatma’s claim to represent 
f-ur-fifths of India, but they are of minor 
importance in comparison with the con- 
flict between the Indian Government and 
the organisations which are attempting 
to terrorise its officials in Bengal, to 
hamstring its finances in the United Pro- 
vinces, and to usurp its functions by 
violence on the North-West Frontier. 


THE MAINTENANCE OF ORDER. 


The maintenance of order is the first 
condition precedent to any constitutional 
progress in India, adds The Times. Mr. 
Gandhi may hint, with reservations and 
equivocations, that the Round Table Con- 
ference may have failed. Other members 
of his party, in strange agreement with a 
group of British critics, may roundly 
announce its failure; but the Conference 
is going on, for the simple reason that the 
mai: tenance of order, though the condition

The Horse Show, with its international features, and 


OSSIBLY the first of these events will 

be all-important to the major portion 

of the taxpaying public and deeply con- 

cerned with the general welfare. The 

farmer and the agricultural producer will, 

it is hoped, be given a preference in the 
British markets. 

At the very beginning of 1932 it is pos- 
sible that something almost amounting to 
a new treaty may be established in the 
form of a trade pact with Great Britain, 
in order to give Irish products a fillip 
in their competition with continental 
countries on the markets in Great Britain. 
The ground has been well prepared by 
Mr. Dulanty, the Free State High Com- 
missioner in London. He has awakened 
the British mind to new views of this 
country by demonstrating that the Free 
State is Britain's best customer 

He has shown that. although Britain is 
also our best customer, the Saorstat con- 
sumes more British goods than Great 
Britain buys of Irish produce. Mr. 
McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, and Mr. Hogan, Minister for 
Agriculture, will early in the new year, 
according to credible rumour, meet Mr. 
Runciman, British Minister of Agricul- 
ture, and discuss with him the subject of 
preferences in the British market for the 
Irish producer. This conference, it is 
hoped, will result in a reciprocity trade 


every phase of the farming and allied 
industries in the Free State, will reduce 
unemployment and will increase the 
common wealth. 


THE GENERAL ELECTION, 


In the month of February political 
prophets promise a general election to the 
Dail. There are present all the signs and 
tidings of such an event. It will probab!, 
be the disturbing occurrence of 1932, but 
there are many who believe that the result 
will not be such as will break the con- 
tinuity of progress that has hitherto 
marked the young life of the Irish Free 
State. If, as has been suggested, the 
Treaty could be left out of the general 
election controversies, and purely national 
health and wealth issues be presented for 
the choice of the electors, a general 
election in 1932, whatever the outcome, 
might not at this date be looked forward 
to with some apprehension in a year 
which otherwise affords a pleasing 
prospect of a succession of events all in the 
order of peace and progress. 


CORK’'S OWN FAIR. 


Dublin will not have it all to itself in 
1932.

the world to “ Shop in Ireland.’’ The 
Fair will make known to the world the 
excellence of Saorstat manufactured 
goods and agricultural produce. Only 
products which are not in competition 
with the produce of home industries will 
be shown. The Fair is being advertised 
throughout the world. The Ministers for 
Industry and Commerce, for Fisheries and 
Land and for Agriculture are officially 
interesting themselves in the success of 
the Fair.

When 
this great Fair is in progress it can be 
said that Cork has done its part to 
advance the national welfare. 


A BIG CONFERENCE. 


About 1,500 visitors will be attracted to 
Dublin at the end of May by an event not 
general, national or fully international in 
character, but yet of large importance. 
This will be the conference of the Railway 
Clerks’ Association of Great Britain and 
Ireland, a body with a membership of 
65,000 persons, whose influence extends to 
all parts of Ireland and Great Britain, the 
Channel Islands and several coast towns in 
Belgium, where British railway companies 
have established offices. The delegates to 
the conference number about 550. At their 
last annual conference they had eight 
cities to choose from as the location of the 
1932 meeting. By a large majority Dublin 
was selected, and the conference meetings 
will be held in the Mansion House. 

The Dublin branches of the Association 
are now making preparations for this 
event, and are organising the reception of 
the delegates and their accommodation, in 
which the Irish Tourist Association will 
aid them.

THE VALUE OF A PREFERENCE. 


SS 


The Eucharistic Congress will be held 
in the month of June, 1932, and will be 
the occasion of the greatest international 
gathering that has ever occurred in 
Ireland. Few peoples of the earth will be 
unrepresented when the Congress meets in 
Dublin. Preparations have been taking 
place for the past two years, and, though 
primarily intended by Roman Catholics as a 
homage to Christ in the Sacrament of the 
Eucharist, Dublin was chosen in order that 
special honour might thereby be paid to St. 
Patrick in this, the 1,500th RN of 
the Apostle's coming to Ireland. Nearly a 
million people will, it is believed, be 
assembled in Dublin for this International 


| Congress. 


In the Pheenix Park on Sunda;, 26th 
June, when High Mass will be celebrated 
by the Papal Legate at the conclusion of 
the Congress, provision has been made 
for the ordered attendance of 600,000 
pilgrims. There will be probably 200,000 
more persons outside these regulated 
groups. Besides the Pope’s special repre- 
sentative, the Papal Legate, some fifteen 
Cardinals will be present,, together with 
about two hundred bishops, who will 
assemble from dioceses reaching to the 
ends of the earth and speaking all 
tongues. About twenty large ocean-going 
liners will be anchored at the port of 
Dublin and in Scotsman’s Bay, Dun 
Laoghaire. They will act as hotels for 
their passengers. Accommodation ashore 
for housing pilgrims will have to be found 
in many cases at places as far away as 
sixty miles from the metropolis. 

There is no fear of lack of food. From 
Great Britain and the Continent caterers 
and provision merchants are prepared to 
send over in ships all that cannot be pro- 
vided out of Irish resources. The Congress 
will be formally opened at St. Mary’ 
Pro-Cathedral. On the Thursday night of 
Congress Week men will hold a mass 
meeting in the Phenix Park and march 
past the Cardinal Legate, who will take 
the salute. A similar ceremony, confined 
to women, will take place on the Friday. 
These, with the Pontifical Mass in the 
Park on Sunday morning and the pro- 
cession to follow, will be the great gather- 
ings of the Congress. Hundreds of 
thousands will take part and hundreds 
of thousands will look on. 

The decorations and illuminations in 
the streets will be ornate and elaborate, 
but as interesting as all and more quaint 
than any will be the single candle illu- 
mination of every window where there is 
a Catholic citizen. 


THE ST. PATRICK 
ANNIVERSARY. 

The Church of Ireland will celebrate 
the coming of St. Patrick to Ireland by 
a series of Services in every cathedral 
city of tae country. The preparations 
for the proper commemoration of this 
event are well advanced. On St. Patrick's 
Day it will be observed separately in 
every centre throughout Ireland, but on 
Thursday, June 9th, there will be a great 
Service at the Cathedral in Armagh. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury will be present 
and will probably preach the sermon on 
St. Patrick. There will also be present 
the Archbishop of Wales and the Primus 
of Scotland, and all the bishops of the 
Church of Ireland, as well as many 
distinguished representatives af Churches 
with which the Church of Ireland is in 
communion. 

The Bishop of Birmingham is to preach 
at a great Service in Belfast Cathedral. 
Later there is to be a conference in 
Dublin. A most interesting event in con- 
nection with the commemoration will be 
the propose® erection of a Memorial 
Church at Saul, County Down, on the 
spot where St. Patrick landed. A feature 
of the commemoration will be a great 
pageant of the life of St. Patrick. This 
is being organised to be seen in every 
cathedral city and at other centres during 
the summer months of 1932. 

In August there will be the great Dublin 
Horse Show, with its international 
feature of horse jumping competitions be- 
tween military officers representing the 
principal armies of the world. It will 
come in succession to the Bull Show at 
Ballsbridge and the Spring Show in May, 
two events intimate with the principal 
mode of industrv in this country, and, 
like the Horse Show, each marking pro- 
gress, year by year, in scientific and com- 
mercial value. 


TAILTEANN GAMES, 


In June the Irish national festival of 
sport, the Tailteann Games, will be held. 
It is an event in which men of Irish birth 
or descent may take part, and brings to 
Ireland's shores men now resident in 
all parts of the world who may compete 
with the home-born, each bringing with 
him the standards for a particular foreign 
athletic culture, and so enlarging athletic 
ability and knowledge by intercourse. 

The opening date for the third Aonach

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HEAVY FIGHTING 
IN MANCHURLA. 


JAPANESE ADVANCE 
ON CHINCHOW. 


DRIVING CHINESE BEFORE 
THEM.

TOKYO, Monday. 
HERE has been heavy i au with 
| Chinese Irregulars at Changchiatun, 
six kilometres north-west of Tiench- 
wangtai. The Chinese are reported.to have 
suffered heavily, and are said to be fleeing 
to the north. ; 

Japanese light bombers are co-operating 
with General Amano’s brigade, which is 
advancing in three columns, driving all 
before them. . 

The Japanese troops have driven back the 
Chinese Irregulars near Sanchiatzu and 
Matao, leaving many dead on the field. The 
weather is bitter, being twenty degrees below 
freezing point. i 

Reuter's Special Correspondent at Chin- 
chow says that a Chinese armoured train, 
with a hundred and fifty Chinese troops, 1s 
defending Tawa Station on the Peking- 
Mukden railway branch line midway between 
Kowpangtze and Newchwang, while there 1s 
a Japanese armoured train four miles south 
of Tawa Station. 

There are, moreover, sixty. Japanese 
cavalry, ten armoured cars and two hundred 
infantry advancing from Tuienchwangtat 
(General Amano’s new headquarters) towards 
Tawa. No fighting is expected yet. 


CHINA’S LEAGUE PROTEST. 


From Revrer’s CorRRes}¢ NDENT. 

GENEVA, Monday. 
Japanese troops, which 
appear to indicate increasing Japanese 
military activities in Southern Manchuria, 
and the intention of Japan to penetrate areas 
hitherto unoccupied by her troops, are 
brought to the notice of the Lengue of 
Nations in a Note from the Chinese Govern- 
ment received here to-day. 

The Note alleges that General Honjo, the 

Japanese Commander-in-Chief in Manchuria, 
recently issued a declaration that since the 
end of November the Japanese Forces, who 
had intended to advance to the west of 
Hsinmin, had of their own accord halted 
their advance in order to give the Chinese 
time to examine the position. 
Events had not, however, confirmed the ex- 
pectations of the Japanese authorities, the 
statement continues, as reported in the Note, 
and the Japanese forces, in spite of their 
extreme patience, were threatened to the 
west of the Liao river by a corps of Chinese 
volunteers. by forces’ of Chinese police and 
soldiers, and by bandits numbering in all a 
hundred thousand men. 

According to the Chinese Note, General 
Honjo concluded by declaring that under these 
conditions, if the Japanese continued inactive, 
peace and order in Southern Manchuria 
would be entirely destroyed. It was there- 
fore necessary to order an attack and the 
Japanese troops would crush all resistance. 


JAPANESE PREMIER’S 
STATEMENT.

TOKYO, Monday. 

“Japan would not . accept Manchuria 
—even as a gift—owing to the enormous 
expenditure that would be entailed in de 
fending its extensive frontiers.’’ declared Mr. 
Inukai, the Japanese Prime Minister; in an 
interview to journalists. 

While asserting that all Japan wanted in 
Manchuria was to protect her treaty rights, 
the Premier expressed regret that many 
Europeans and Americans appeared to be 
Jabouring under a misconception regarding the 
objective of the present military’ operations 
westwards of Mukden. 

Mr. Inukai admitted, however. that it was 
difficult for them to realise that Chinese 
soldiers and bandits were often indistinguish- 
able—and frequently interchangeable. 


‘OPEN DOOR” POLICY. 

A statement reaffirming the policy of the 
““open door” and equal onportunity for ai! 
in Manchuria will, it is anthoritatively 
learned. be published shortly. The statement 
will be in the nature of a reply to the United 
States Ambassador, who, it is now revealed, 
called on Mr. Inukai on December 24 for the 
purpose of communicating to him complaints 
from American interests in Mukden that 
Japanese military authorities were interfering 
with foreign commercial activities. 

Replying to the American protest, which 
was sympathetically received, Mr. Inukai 
asked Mr. Forbes to recognise that the pre- 
sent abuormal circumstances necessitated tem- 
porary and unavoidable interference with 
trade, but he promised, first, that Japan 
had no intertion of retaining Manchuria; 
and, secondly, that Japan would adhere to 
the “open doo" policy and welcome foreign 
participation and co-operation in Manchurian 
enterprises as soon as normal conditions were 
xestored. 


DEBTS .TO BE PAID. 

Mr. Inwkai expressed his confidence that 
there would be greater opportunities than 
before for bot) á méith and Japanese on 
the restoration of neace and order in Man- 
charia. 

It is learned that the Japanese Constl- 
General in Mukaen promised the foreign 
Consuls that Japan would take the respon- 
sibility for seeing that debts incurred by 
the Chang Heueh-liang Administration to 
foreign fums were paid by the Provisional 
Government as soon as it was firmly estab 
lished, while Japan herself was prepared to 
indemnify any losses entailed by Japanese 
military action.

TRADERS.

\W Belfast linen industry’’? was the 

question I asked a ab kaews linen 
manufacturer yesteiday. 

““I would not venture to prophesy pro- 
sperity,” he replied; ‘‘for the effects of the 
last five years of depression are not lightly 
shaken off, but there is undoubtedly an in- 
crease of activity in the linen trade at the 
moment, which hes made the manufacturers 
more optimistic.” 

The two factors which make Belfast hope 
for better trade are the fall in the pe and 
the measure of protection that has heen given 
to the linen trade. The fall in the one 
has given the dollar increased purchasing 
power, and the American market is the most 
important in the world. Protection will pre- 
serve the home market for the product of 
Ulster looms, and exclude the goods that have 
up to the present been imported from Belgium 
and Czecho-Slovakia. -It will also be of great 
assistance to the handkerchief trade, which 
has found it difficult. to compete with the 
wares of the Swiss manufacturer. 

These tw» factors, while important, must 
take a secondaiy place to the fact that no 
{rade can be healthy unless the man in the 
street, who is the ultimate consumer. has 
money in his pocket with which to purchase 
the goods put on the market. 

The whole ottlook of the linen trade, as 
of all other trades, is uncertain, so long as the 
spending power of the world’s population is so 
much reduced. 


PRESENT CAUSES. 
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The present activity is entirely due to 
Britain s flight from gold. With the fall in 
the value of the pound the American im- 
porter, finding his stocks low, decided that 
the time had arrived when he could buy 
favonrably. Being so persuaded, he oug'it 
largely, and this buying has started many 
spindles and looms that had been idle. Untill 
the consumer has money to spend, however, 
continued good trade cannot be expected. 

The first effects of the present ‘‘ boom 
were naturally feit by the spinners, most 7% 
whom are booked up for several months 
ahead. ‘Their most difficult problem is to 
get an adequate supply cf flax, and it 1s 
felt by many that lack of control of the 
sources of supply is the weakest spot in the 
linen trade organisation. 

Manufacturers of household linens have 
been doing well, and this side of the trade 
has been greatly helped by the cheaper pound 
and by protection. 

Damask manufacturers still find trade 
dificult. It appears that this most beautiful 
of all linen fabrics 1s still regarded as a 
luxury article. 

It may be said that the linen trade is 
better than it has been for years; that con- 
fidence has been restored, and that Ulster 
has determined to recapture its old 
supremacy.

FRENCH AND BRITISH 
EXPERTS IN CONFERENCE. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Monday. 

Mr. Macdonald's letter to M. Laval 
regarding reparations does not directly 
propose a meeting between the two Prime 
Ministers, but rather suggests the utility 
of such a conversation belore the Repara- 
tions Conference. The French side 
expects a ifcrmal invitation to follow, 
however. 

M. Laval has issued au official state- 
ment denying that Mr. Macdonald had 
invited him to a meeting in London.

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BRITISH COLLIERY 
DEPUTIES OVERCOME BY 
_ CARBON MONOXIDE, 


IVE depnties making an inspection of 
F Frickley Colliery, South Elmeall, York- 
shire, rea yesterday, before the pit 
re-opened after the Christmas holidays. were 
overcome by carbon monoxide gas, and died 
before they could be rescued, 

Two of their companions were rescued by 
a deputy who had been left in the fresh air, 
and were taken to hospital, together with 
another deputy, mer “s Simpson, who went 
down the pit immediately he heard of the 
accident, and was himself overcome. 

The dead are :—Joe Kitchings (51), of Cen- 
tral avenue, South Elmsall; James Parsons 
(42), Thomas Howarth (42), and William 
Evans (49), all of Broad lane. South Kirkby ; 
and James Pickup (45), of Common road, 
South Kirkby. 

The three in hospital are :—George Char- 
lesworth (41), and Fred Boulton (57). of 
Broad lane, South Kirkby, and Joseph Simp. 
son (42), of Minsthorpe lane, Moorthorpe. 

It was stated last night that the three 
men were making a good recovery. 

HEROIC RESCUER. 

The hero of the accident was William 
Sykes, the deputy, who remained on guard 
when his colleagues went into the affected 
area. When they did not return he opened 
the door between the workings and went. to 
their assistance. 

‘IT heard a rumbling noise,” he said. “and 
on opening the door saw (Charlesworth 
struggling for breath. 1 got hold of him 
and pulled him through the door. 

‘Qn going back 1 found Boulton in the 
same condition, and also fetched him out. 
Howarth was fastened between the tubs and 
the side of the road. He was struggling to 
get loose, and I did what I could to get him 
out, but he fell back. I nearly collapsed 
on top of him, and had to come out for my 
own safety.” i 

Captain F. K. Robinson. 
colliery, told a reporter that they had not 
been abie to trace fire in the pit. - 

“ Everything was normal when the pit 
finished work on the Wednesday night before 
Christ mas, and on Sunday night officials went 
in in the ordinary way to make an examina 
tion of the pit, as they always do during a 
holiday period,” he said. ; 


GAS DISCOVERED. 


‘In making this examination they noticed 
a smell of ' gob stink’ coming up in the 
ventilation from one of the districts, and on 
further investigation they discovered that the 
district affected was the No. 3 East District. 
in the Barnsley seam. 

“ When they found that they were unable 
to get down into the district by the return 
airway, eight of the officials went down the 
mtake uirway until they got to the junction 
ot the return airway. 

“ Here they found that carbon monoxide 
gas was giving off from the old workings. 
They leit one of their number, William Sykes. 
in the fresh air, and seven of them went 
through the ventilating door to continue their 
examinaton 

“They did not get more than 25 yards 
away from this door. and away from the fresh 
air, before the official, who was waiting, was 
slarmed at their nou-appearance, and opened 
the door, to find that all had been rendered 
unconscious by the gas. He was able to pull 
two olf them out into the fresh air. 


BODIES FOUND. 


‘“ The rescue brigades from neighbouring 
collieries were sent for immediately, and when 
they had got down the pit with their hguid 
ait apparatus the five bodies were found. 

The district affected is now being sealed up. 
but this sealing off will not interfere with the 
working of the pit, as the part affected was 
an already abandoned district. It is not 
expected that the pit will be re-opened for 
work for several days. 

Mr. Herbert Smith, President of the York- 
shire Miners’ Association, and Mr. Joseph 
Jones, the Secretary, on being informed of the 
accident, hurried to the mine and descended 
the pit. 

The inquest will be opened to-day, but it is 
understood that only formal evidence will be 
taken.

NORTHERN TRADE 
INDUSTRY. 
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DIFFICULTY. 


BRIGHTER PROSPECTS 
FOR LINEN. 
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From OUR Srectat CORRESPONDEN Fr. 


BELFAST, Saturday. 
ORTHERN Ireland trade aad ridustry 
N during the past Bag have passed 
: through a _ peri of exceptional 
difficulty. Agriculture and shipbuilding 
sooner have felt the full effects of the 
world depression and the decline in com- 
modity prices. During the samen month, 
however, a brighter prospect has opened for 
th elinen industry. This is principally due 
to the existence of a National Government at 
Westminster, and the proposed change in 
the fiscal system of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, which are joined as a fiscal 
unit. It is too early yet to predict, with any 
degress of certainty, how this fiscal change 
will affect the finances of the Northern 
Government. Many contend that unless there 
is a clearer understanding between both 
countries, and a New Colwyn Committee 
adjustment, Northern Ireland finances may 
be placed in jeopardy. i 
At the same time there appears to be little 
doubt that the contemplated change in fiscal 
policy in the next British Budget will be of 
advantage to industry in Northern Ireland 
as part of the British fiscal unit, and that 
this will be most noticeable in regard to the 
linen trade and agriculture. The departure 
from the gold standard also helped the linen 
export trade, which is world-wide. This has 
heen reflected in the unemployment figures. 
The total unemployment in Northern Ireland 
is at present, roughly, 64,000, while 
a year ago it was 72,437, to which 
figure it jumped during the preceeding 
twelve months from 37,626. As the 
shipbuilding industry is employing probably 
the smallest number of workers in recent 
years, the improvement in the unemployment 
figure mav be attributed largely to the re- 
covery in the linen industry, and also a cer- 
tain steadiness of employment in miscel- 
laneous trades. 


LINEN EXPORTS. 

The export of linen goods through the 
port of Belfast for eleven months this year 
was 29,785 tons compared with 29,167 tons 
in 1930 and 33,820 tons the previous year. 
For the greater portion of the twelve months 
values were lower than in the previous year, 
but there has been a hardening in prices 
following the growth of demand arising from 
the devaluation of the £ since Great Britain 
left the gold standard on 20th September 
last. This acted as a tariff in the home 
market, and was equivalent to an export 
bonus for foreign trade. Continental linen 
manufacturers operating upon a lower basis 
of wages and longer working hours were able 
to place on the British market goods at a 
price with which the Northern Ireland linen 
manufacturers could not compete. They 
were also able to undersell the Ulster linen 
merchants in the United States and South 
American markets. With the fall in the £ 
in relation to the dollar much of this trade 
has been recaptured from the Continental 
manufacturers, who have also had to face the 
difficulties in the British market from the 
same cause, super-imposed upon the anti- 
dumping regulations against the import of 
linen in the piece and manufactured into 
honsehold goods. 

The full effects of the anti-dumping re- 
gulations are not yet apparent, as it will 
take several months for the large stocks of 
Continental linen imported before this legis- 
lation was introduced to be absorbed. It 
is possible, however, to gain some idea of 
the effect upon the industry of the departure 
from the gold standard. The total ship- 
ments of linen piece goods in November, ac- 
cording to the Board of Trade returns, was 
6.954,000 square yards, which was 16.4 per 
cent. higher than the total for the preceding 
month. This compares with 6,852.209 
square yards in 1929, and 4,380,000 in 1930 
For the eleven months, last year’s total of 
57,248.400 square yards has been increased 
to §69.821,900. The values show in 
a striking manner the fall in price. 
Last year the exports of piece-goods for the 
eleven months were valued at £2,877,611, 
while the smaller quantity exported for the 
corresponding period of 1930 were valued at 
£4,625,178. The total amount of all linen 
goods exported for the eleven months, in- 
cluding piece-goods, handkerchiefs, damask, 
table linen and finished thread, was 
£4,985.961, compared with £6,981,003 in 1930 
and £8,550,427 in 1929—a decrease in value 
of £2,000,000 a year. 


ROCK BOTTOM REACHED. 


It would now appear as if linen prices had 
reached rock bottom, and the pendulum has 
taken an upward swing. Within the past two 
months, owing to the increased demand and 
the small supply of raw material, available 
prices have aga agg for almost all kinds 
of linen goods. x, which was selling in 
the Ulster market a year ago at 5s per stone, 
cannot be had to-day at less than Ms. or 8s. 
per stone. Before the Great War the average 
price of flax was about this level, but dur. 
ing the War it was selling at one period at 
over 35s. per stone. The acreage under flax 
in Northern Ireland this year was the 
smallest for a considerable time. The total 
was about 7,000 acres, which would produce

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about 1,400 tons of flax. The total flax de 


mands of the Northern Ireland linen industry 


for the coming year have been estimated as 
between 20,000 and 40,000 tons, so that to 
a large extent the industry has to depend 
upon foreign imports of flax and yarn. Before 
the War fully three-quarters of the total flax 
used in the linen industry came from Russia, 
and to-day the greater portion Is supphed 
by the Baltic Provinces, Russia and Belgium. 

During the coming year it 1s expected that 


a larger quantity of flax will be sown by 


the agriculturists of Northern Ireland. 
When the linen trade put forward its pro- 
posals for safeguarding a ten per cent. duty 
upon imported flax yarns was included to 
assist the spinning section of the industry. 
The anti-dumping reguiations, while they 
have excluded linen in the piece and house- 
hold and manufactured goods, have not em- 
bodied any duty upon yarns. ‘the spinners 
hope that any tariff scheme which 
may be evolved in the coming 
Budget will include a duty on foreign yarn 
imports. Manufacturers, however, are of the 
opinion that while this duty should be 
sufficient to protect the spinners to a reason- 


i abl: extent, it should not be prohibitive in 


view of the growing demand for cloth and 
the shortage of the home flax supply. Both 
weavers and spinners would prefer to see flax 
imported rather than yarn, and a suggestion 
has been ne forward to secure larger supplies 
of flax from Russia in return for ships, 
particularly oil tankers, built in Belfast. 


LOWER WAGES. 

During the year there has been a general 
reduction in the wages of linen trade opera- 
tives averaging 74 per cent., and this has 
facilitated considerably the restoration of 
more profitable conditions for the industry. 
Altogether about fifty thousand operatives 
were affected by the reductions, hut the 
wages rates are still considerably higher than 
those paid in Continental linen centres. 

The home linen market is now completely 
reserved to home manufacturers, end linen 
imports from the Continent have been elimi- 
nated by the anti-dumping duties. The 
devaluation of the £ has enabled the manu- 
facturers and merchants to attack the export 
market with considerable vigour. The 
United States is the largest market for Irish 
linen goods, and takes well over 50 per cent. 
of the total. An improvement in trade in 
the United States and the South American 
tepublics, which have been experiencing con- 
siderable depression in recent months, would 
tend to further help the demand for linen 
goods. The industry is also looking forward 
to some advantage from the Empire 
Economic Conference at Ottawa in July. 
Any approach to a measure of Empire free 
trade would have beneficial results for the 
linen industry, as the exports to the 
Dominions is already an important feature 
of the industry’s export trade. 


SHIPBUILDING.

FALLING AWAY IN TONNAGE 
LAUNCHED. 


The shipbuilding industry in Belfast has 
passed through a year of unprecedented 
depression. In this respect it is on common 
ground with the industry in Great Britain. 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., launched 
three vessels at Belfast with a tonnage of 
46,154, as compared with a tonnage of 117,601 
in the previous year, while the total of the 
combined yards of the firm in Belfast, Glas- 
gow and London is 70,298 tons, against 
145,658 in 1930. There was a corresponding 
drop in the machinery output, which has 
fallen from 182,990 i.h.p. to 45,600 i.h.p. 
Messrs. Workman, Clark (1928), Ltd., built 
three vesseds aggregating a gross tonnage of 
55,500. These include the huge whale oil 
factory steamer Kosmos II., the largest of 
her type afloat, and the two Anglo-Saxon 
petroleum tankers Conus and Corbis, each of 
which has a gross tonnage of 8,150. The 
firm also completed the tanker Corabank for 
Messrs. Andrew Weir. The largest vessel 
launched in the port this year was the White 
Star liner (28,000 tons) built by Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, which is a sister ship te 
the Britannic. This firm also launched the 
Highland Patriot. which was ordered by 
Messrs. H. and W. Nelson to replace the 
Highland Hope when it became a total wreck 
on the Portuguese coast in 1930. This vessel 
Is a twin-screw motor ship of 14,150 tons 
gross, and is intended for the carriage of 
refrigerated cargoes from South America to 
London via Spanish and Brazilian ports. The 
vessel is noteworthy as having a special type 
of refrigeration, in which the compressors 
are driven by horizontal Diesel engines. 
Another vessel launched bv the firm at Bel- 
fast is the Maracay, of 3,794 tons, a steamer 
for bulk oil carrying in Lake Maracaibo. 
The aggregate tonnage output of new ships 
by the Belfast yards last year was 79,434, 
against 168,201 in 1930. 

The registered tonnage of vessels cleared 
from the lort oi Belfast up to December 13th 
was 5,644,528 tons, representing an increase 
of 82.120 tons over the corresponding period 
of 1950. Notwithstanding the general de- 
pression in trade, the goods traffic is only 
slightly below that of the correspondin 
elever: months oi 1930, the total imports “a 
exports being 2,945,654 tons, as compared 
with 2,972,416 tons. Coal, the great barometer 
of industrial activity, shows an increased im- 
port of 5,500 tons at 1,144,938 tons, but the 
depression in the sh.pbuiiding industry is re- 
flected in the decrease of the imports of iron 
plates. These amounted to 23,949 tons, come 
pared with 48,556 tons in 1920.

TROUBLES. 


A OUIET YEAR IN THE 
FREE STATE.

The year drawing to a close has been rather 
a quiet one, as far as labour matters in the 
Irish Free State are concerned, although it 
has not been altogether without incident. 

As a matter of fact, 1931 opened with a 
| railway dispute in full swing. The trouble 
arose last year, when four of the railway 
companies notified their intention no longer 
to recognise the negotiation machinery which 
was set up in 1 for the settlement of 
differenees by arbitration. The companies 
which gave this notice were the Great 
Northern, the Great Southern, the Sligo, 
Leitrim and Northern Counties, and the 
Londonderry and Lough Swilly Railways. 
In an attempt to avert a crisis a revised 
scheme was put forward, and a conference 
was held to consider it on December 18, 1950. 

It was anticipated that an agreement 
would be reached forthwith, but the officials 
of the railway companies announced at the 
opening of the conference that before the 
revised machinery could operate it would be 
necessary to make new elections for the 
Sectional Council, Negotiation Committee 
and the Irish Railways Wages Board. Thus 
the matter dragged into 1951. 

On January 30 of the present year, how- 
ever, complete agreement was reached. 

Most of the troubles of the year seem to 
have come from the railways. ln consequence 
of falling revenue, due in part to road trans- 
port competition, the Great Southern Rail- 
ways engaged a number of experts to con- 
sider the economic position of the railway, 
and later decided to close down a number 
of branch lines throughout. the. country. 
This gave rise to general discontent, not only 
among railway workers, but among citizens 
who were being left unserved by rail. 
Representations were made to the company, 
but the matter was eventually left in abey- 
ance pending the introduction by Mr. 
McGilligan, Minister for Industrv and Com- 
merce, of the Road Transport Bill. 

On September 1 the civil servants of the 
Irish Free State suffered a reduction of their 
cost of living bonus. This caused consider- 
able agitation, and efforts were made to 
induce the Minister for Finance to receive a 
deputation, but Mr. Blythe declined, stating 
that he did not see how any purpose could 
be served by discussing the matter. A 
petition was then drawn up, signed by renre- 
sentatives of the Service, and sent to Mr. 
Cosgrave, who was asked to intervene, but 
he also refused. 

The biggest strike of the year was that in 
the building trade. Following the announce- 
ment by the master builders of their inten- 
tion to reduce wages and extend the working 
week, two thousand skilled workmen end 
labourers in the city '“ downed tools.” The 
strike continued for many weeks, and con- 
ferences under the chairmanship of the Lord

Commerce, failed to bring about a settle 
ment. A further one thousand men in the 
painting trade were added to the number 
affected before the dispute was settled on 
April 2nd at a conference held under the 
chairmanship of Mr. M. Hayes, Speaker of 
the Dail. ‘ 

The fall in the value of the £ abroad also 
had an effect on labour in Ireland. In 
November, consequent on England’s depar~ 
ture from the gold standard, the Cork 
master drapers gave notice of their intention 
to reduce wages. The dispute, however, was 
short-lived, as a settlement had been effected 
before the notices served on the employés 
had terminated. “ 

Apart from these more important events, 
there have been a few minor disputes, all of 
which ended satisfactorily.
